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REBELS IN PIf
BATTLE

First Severe Engagement
Since Pall of Hankow Oc-

curs Wednesday.

GOVERNMENT ARMY
SUFFERS A REPULSE

Hankow, China, Oct. 18. The first
battle since the arrival of the imperial
troops from the north was fought to-

day on the north bank of the Han river,
just west of this city.

It was indecisive. The revolutionists
temporarily drove the imperial troops
back from their position, but in doing
so, they exhausted their rifle ammu-
nition and were compelled to retire on
their base at Wu Chang.

The revolutionists, with infantry and
artillery, attacked tue government
troops, which were reinforced from the
Chinese warships in the river and sup-
ported by the guns of the fleet.

Foreign Vessels --Land Force.
While the fighting was In progress

the 13 foreign vessels In the river land-
ed a joint force under command of vice
admiral Sir Alfred L. Winsioe, com-
mander of the British eastern fleet, who
because of his seniority, has been given
the direction of the men engaged. in the
protection of the foreign concessions.

The Red Cross neutral camp la
charge of Dr. Mac Willie, of the Amer-
ican mission, received and cared for the
rebel wounded.

Were Evealr Matched.
About 2000 revolutionists were pit-

ted against an equal number of loyal
soldiers, and it was a fair fight. Early
reports that the rebels outnumbered
the enemy five to one were incorrect.
Only a part of the revolutionary army
participated and they are claiming to-
night that they would have routed
completely the soldiers from the north
if their ammunition had held out.

This evening the imperial troops are
waiting reinforcements while the revo-
lutionists are replenishing their sup-
plies.

A renewal of hostilities may take
place soon os it appears to be the plan
of the rebel leaders to force the fight-
ing before the imperial troops have
been further strengthened. The latter
had intended to delay an attack on Wu
Chang until their numbers were suf-
ficient to make victory probable and It
had been rumored that there would b
no battle before next Saturday.

Rebels Get ReeraMs.
The rebels who occupy Wu Chans,

Hankow and Han Yang, were alive to
the government's purpose and during
last night 2000 men crossed the Tang
Tse Kiang river from Wu Chang and
at day break they fell on the Imperial
camp. They attacked with dash and
the government troops, taken some-
what ,. disadvantage, responded loy--
juiy -

The fighting was severe, but It la
impossible to estimate the casualties
as the correspondents were 'not per-
mitted near the firing lrne and those
who witnessed the battle from the river
were fired on.

At the first sound of firing, admiral
Sah Chen Ping, in command of the
Chinese warships, ordered men landed
to support Gen. Chang. Plao, formerly
commander of the troops of the "Wu
Chang district, who had assumed com-
mand of the imperial troops. The rebels
had anticipated this move by the fleet
end directed a hot fire on the warships
and the landing parties from the Wu
Chang bank of the river. Admiral Sah
In turn ordered the warships to fire on
the rebel field pieces and for a time
shells fell thick among the rebel gun-
ners. The warship officers, however,
were seriously handicapped by the dan-
ger to the foreign concessions involved
in their fire. ,

Carreasoaaeatn la Tight Place.
Two foreign newspaper correspond-

ents narrowly escaped with their lives.
They had' been cruising on the rlfrer In
expectation of the battle and their
launch had reached a point opposite the
imperial camp when the hostilities be-
gan. Presently they found their little
craft alongside admiral Sah's flagship
and between the fire of two forces.

From that spot the correspondents
witnessed the fighting until admiral
Sah, observing the danger of their po-
sition, ordered them out of the firing
line. The launch and its crew withdrew
and as they did so they were fired on
by men who had been landed from the
warships. Fortunately comrades of
their assailants interfered, the shoot-
ing ceased and the correspondents es-
caped unharmed.

Centlnnea Severn! Hoars.
The engagement continued several

hours, while the combined land and
ship fnroes of the imperials were driven
some distance back and the rebels re-
tiring, recrossed the river to Wu Chang.

Revolattoa Spreads Raatdly.
San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 18. Special

cables received today indicate that the
revolutionary movement is spreading
rapidly in China. At Canton It is re-
ported that the authorities were dis-
arming the new army in the fear its
soldiers might desert to the rebel side.

Instead of raising the imperial dragon
flags in celebration of the birthday of
Confucius, the Chinese of Hong Kong
are today displaying private flags. This
act of Implied disloyalty has greatly
alarmed the authorities.

Madero Turns in Big Claim
That Mexican Govern-

ment Pays For This.

EL PASO JUNTA COST
GOVERNMENT $15,000!

Mexico City, Mex., Oct. 18. The Mex-

ican revolution spent $12,000 for its
"newspaper campaign," according to ex-

penses turned in to the national con-

gress of Mexico. Where this money
Went to, congress is likely to ask, un-
less it is too much under the domina-
tion of Madero. On the border, news-
paper men generally found the Junta
leaders pleading poverty, and in Mex-
ico it is certain that no great sums of
money were spent for "newspaper cam-
paigning."

Finance minister Ernesto Madero, in
reporting expenses to .congress, de-
clared. "No books were kept. The ex-
penses paid were merely on lump state
ments of leading revolutionaries. They
said that their expenses had been such
and such, and the government paid
them, as the peace agreement provided
that all expenses of the revolution must
be borne by the government."

Mr. Madero says he paid over to the
revolutionary leaders for expenses of
maintaining the Washington junta,
$6000; for arms and ammunition, $154,-00- 0;

for the revolutionary Junta at San
Antonio, Texas, $18,000; for lawyers'
fees for revolutionary leaders, $53,000;
for the revolutionary Junta at Bl Paso,
$15,000, and "for correspondents, rail-
way fares and war expenses." $58,000.
The expenses of the peace commission
were $26,000 and "for traveling ex-
penses and the payment of exrevolu-tlonar- y

officers," over $42,000.
If the Madero army ever paid the

expenses of a newspaper correspondent,
he hasn't been seen to admit it yet.
Correspondents who tried to remain
with the army had even to do their
own foraging if they got anything to
eat. Newspaper men generally admit
that If the other Items of revolutionary
expense need verification as badly as
those relating to newspapers, there Is
room for a probe by the Mexican con-
gress. When Madero left El Paso for
Mexico City, he did carry a few corre-
spondents with him, after the end of
the revolution, but that is the only
money any of the newspaper men know
of any revolutionary leader spending
on newspaper men.

The total expenses in the items pre-
sented by minister Madero amount to
about $384,000, and this does not cover
the pay for soldiers mustered out of
the service, neither does it Include $90,-00- 0

paid to railroads for transporting
insurr'ectos during the. war.

CONCHAS STRIKE
IS NOW SETTLED

Most of the Men Returned
to Work on Tues-

day Evening
Chihuahua, Mex, Oct 18. The strike

of. the laborers working on the Conchos
dam has been practically settled, over
1100 men returning to work yesterday
afternoon. The remainder are expected
to fall in line with their companions
today. The governor's telegrams to the
men are thought to be the cause for
the change in the men's attitude, as the
company made but little concession to
the workmen, other than a change of
a few staples at the stores and about
15 minutes less work each day.

At governor Gonsales"s request, the
men appointed a commission to arbi-
trate the demands with the company,
but the committee was composed .of
agitators who caused the men to walk
out. The governor telegraphed again
that he would not have anything to do
with the matter while agitators were
members of the arbitration committee.
The men then appointed another com-
mittee which was more satisfactory, and
the outcome resulted in a majority vot-
ing to return to work No disorders
or violence occurred during the s'trike.

A REYES REVOLT
IN TABASCO STATE

Mexico City, Mex., Oct. 18. Proclaim-
ing Bernardo Reyes president of the
republic a Ifroup of disaffected citizens
have sounded the cry of insurrection in
Teapa, in the state of Tabasco. From
Tapijulapa, another body of men, said
to number 200, armed and well mount-
ed, are riding to the support of the
little band who would overthrow the
government.

Officially president de la Barra was
notified yesterday afternoon of this
latest rebellion, and immediately caused
the war department to order federal
troops to Tabasco.

The government regards the Tabasco
revolt as only a local disturbance, and
does not believe Reyes had anything to
do with It.

Washington, D. C, Oct 18. Selection I

of a successor for associate justice John
M. Harlan of the supreme court of the
United States, who died after nearly
34 years on the bench, will be the
hardest task of the kind ever presented
to president Taft, according to the gen-

eral opinion.
Because of the agitation arising from

the issue of the recall of judges, which
has turned the attention of the people
to the judiciary as a general proposi-
tion, and the bitter controversy that
followed the trust decisionsstasx spring,
it is believed that the confirmation of
the new justice is certain to cause a
contest in the senate.

Many senators openly took issue with
the supreme court for reading the'
word "reasonable" into the Sherman
anti-tru- st law and publicly criticized
the majority opinion.

President Taft has strongly defended
the court and the decisions have be-
come a feature of the political situ-
ation. It was in this connection that
William J. Bryan suggested that Taft
make public the records and recom-
mendations on which the president
made his appointments to the bench.

Humphrey and Lehman.
The supreme court now will be a

Taft court. The president has already
named four men Lurton, Hughes, Van-leant- er

and Lamar.
It is reported that Alexander P.

Humphrey, of Louisville. Ky., is likely
to succeed Harlan. The fact that Hum-
phrey comes from Harlan's state and
is a Democrat was suggested. Taft and
Humphrey are good friends. Humphrey
often appears before the supreme court
as counsel for southern railroads and
is a corporation lawyer of prominence

Another report is that Frederick W.
Lehman, vtf St. Louis, now solicitor gen-
eral, is a strong possibility

As a colonel in the
Union armv during the civil war he
won the right of burial in the National
cemetery at Arlington, but as his
greatest fame came as a judge, he was
buried with civil rites. He was a Pres-
byterian, an-- that church had charge
of the services.

Court of Criminal Appeals
Refuses New Hearing For
Kohlberg's Murderer.

LIFE TERM MtTST
NOW BE SERVED

Lightfoot Wins the First
Fall in His Fight With
the Governor.

Austin. Tex, Oct. 18 The court of
criminal appeals today overruled a mo-

tion for rehearing in the case of Jno.
(Leech, from El Paso county.

Leech murdered B, Kohlberg June 17.
1910, and was sentenced to life In
the penitentiary when tried in El Paso
just a year ago for the crime.

Leech was a tenant of Kohlberg
Southern hotel and shot Kohlbergr
without warn.ng. In Kohlbergs store,
on South El Paso street a short time
after his victim had had him sened
with papers of dispossession for fail-
ing to pay his rent Leech, it was de-

clared, had been losing money on the
races in Juarez.

Leech is a former railroad conduc-
tor, and had been running a hotel fol-
lowing injuries received several years
ago, while on the road.

The murder of Kohlberg, according
to all the e Idence, was premeditated
and in cold blood, Kohlberg turning
away from Leech after a discussion
over the rent, which Leech had brought
up was shot in the back. -

SECURING JURY IS
PROVING DIFFICULT

Defense in McXamara Trial
Challenges Two More Ve-

niremen Wednesday
Los Angeles, Cal, Oct 18. Tne de-

fence in the McNamara murder trial
began today's wosk by challenging for
case Geo. W. McKee, a contractor,
who said he had fixed opinion that
the Los Angeles Times was blown up
by dynamite. The state resisted the

1 challenge, and assistant district attor
ney u. nay Morton immediately took
up the questioning.

The challenge against McKee is in
lme with the avowed policy of the de-
fence under attorney C. S. Darrow to
try to show that the Times building
was blown up b gas and that James
B. McXamara. on trial for the death
of Charles J. Haggerty, who was killed
in the Times disaster, could not have
been responsible either for the explo-
sion or for Haggerty's death

The state holds that an opinion as
to the cause of the explosion need not
necessarily prejudice a juror to such
an extent that he cannot give a fair
trial.

Judge Bordwell said he would pass
upon McKee's eligibility later.

Talesman Olto O. Jensen, a farmer,
who said he had a strong prejudice
against labor unions and a firm opinion
as to the cause of the Times explosion,
was challenged for cause by attorney
Darrow. He declared his belief that
the explosion was caused by dynamite
and that labor union leaders were re-
sponsible for the explosion. There wai
a spirited colloquy between counsel,
who were admonished by the court not
to show so much heat

On the defence again challenging
Jensen for cause, district attorney Fred-
ericks reiterated his opinion (hat Jen-
sen was a fair juror. Jensen declared
his belief was due to newspaper and
magazine eommeat

Judge Bordwell also withheld judg-
ment on Jensen and Seaboon H. Man-
ning was questioned.

Manning said he believed in labor
unions. He admitted that he had "a
tolerably strong opinion on the case '

which it "would take a great deal of
evidence to remove."

"You have an opinion that the build-
ing was blown up by dynamite placed
there unlawfully?" he was asked by
attorney Darrow.

"Yes," was Manning's reply.
After lying quiet for two days, fie

first big issue in the McNamara murder
trial poked Its head up again today
and began to make trouble.

Before noon the defence and the state
had collided twice, two Jurors had beer
challenged and the court had reserves
its decision.

All this difficulty arose from the con-
tention of the defence that a man who
believes the Los Angeles Times builo'nj:
